Those who are inclined to regard the 
Citizens' Alliance as a sort of inyth 
or theory wouie quickly lose that idea 
If they could get access to. the list ol 
members. Starting out with a couple 
of dozen it has jumped by leaps and 
bounds from the hundreds far 
into 


the thousands and at the present time 
the roster shows a total 
of 
11,000 


names with fully as many more pros- 
pective recruits In sight. 


The Alliance is not only established 


but it is hard at work, as those who 
have run counter to its plans con at- 
test 
But little of its 
development 


is noted in the San Francisco dailies 
for the reason thnt they have a vital 
interest in the outcome and are tear- 
ful of making a had move in one di- 
rection or the other. To the Initiated 
though it is known that some of the 
best Hews stories of the clay are being 
suppressed for this reason, as for ex- 
ample the one that occurred this week 
regarding the stable-keepers 


About a year ago the Liverymen's 


irnct the employers. 
A plan of ac- 


ioa was mapped out to bring 
the 


n;on men to time and it was agreed 
hdt each stable owner should deposit 
100 as a forfeit in the event that he 
^obeyed any of the mandates of the 
Alliance. 
The lists were circulated and 
all 


oinod but three. 
Arguments seemed 


o be wasted upon them, for no mat- 
er how their points were met 
they 


stubbornly refused to Join hands in 


attempt to present a solid, un- 


broken front to the workmen. 


CALLED TO TIME. 


Here was a situation that demanded 


drastic action and it was soon forth- 
coining. At 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
the managers of the Alliance started 
In to whip the three recalcitrants Into 
Ili.e. One was on hand with his $100 
penalty by 2:30 o'clock, the second at 


rind the third and last by 4 p. m., 


three hours after the commencement 
of operations. This is how it was ac- 
complished. 


A fe\v 
minutes 


Union became very exacting. 
In ad- 


dition to demanding and securing in- 
creased pay for the stablemen, it suc- 
ceeded in establishing a number ol 
very remarkable rules, such as that al 
carriages reaching the stables after 
p m. should be cared for by the- pro 
prietors themselves, thnt only certain 
buggy washins would be done: an< 
that the handling o£ litter would hav. 
to be transferred to another set 
o 


employes. 
The stable owners, feeling that they 


had been subjected to unusual treat- 
ment, appealed to the Citizens' Alli- 
ance to place their Rrievance at the 
head of the list which was done and 
the matter taken up u few days ago. 
The first move directed by the man- 
agers of the Alliance was the -'orma- 
tion of a stable-keepers' union, 
the 


object being to dictate to the work- 
men Instead of having the workmen 


managers started 


after the Alliance

stables in question. 


"Who is it?" the liveryman would 


ask. 


"This is Mr. X, or the So-ar.d-So firm. 


Got my rigs in shape, please, I am go- 
itig to move them from your stable 
this afternoon."

As one after the other 
of

p.-.trons began to withdraw their rigs 
in this fashion the three stable owners 
quickly got attacks of cold feet, and 
as it did not take them long to realize

fimnd them all anxious and willing 
participants in the new movement. 


MANY 
MOVES 
PLANNED. 


This is but a sampln of what is going 


1o be done all along- the line as soon as 
ho Alliance is in complete working or- 


der. At present it is only beginning to] 
get upon Its feet, but within the next 
month everything- will be ready for an 
onslaught upon the unions that it Is be- 
lleved will cripple them so effectually 
that they will practically have to go out 
of business. 
The. methods of the Alliance are relent- 


less, at least they have been so in other 
cities, and as the same engineers are in 
charge here it is to be presumed that like 
tactics will be followed. 
A storekeeper 


who displays a -union card will be boy- 
cotted by all the business men. 
They 


not only will not trade with him. but 
they will not sell him goods; so. perforce, 
when his stock is exhausted 
he 
must 


close his doors. This condition of affairs 
would not be possible unless all the 
wholesalers belonged to the Alliance, but 
It is claimed that there need be no ap- 
prehension upon that score for the reason 
tha: every merchant is directly inter- 
ested in placing his 
heel 
upon 
the 


steadily increasing demands ot unionism. 


In like manner a barber shop that dis- 


plays a union card will not be patronized: 
restaurants relying upon 
being 
union 


concerns will have to draw their custom 
entirely from union men; goods bearing j come is easy to gues 
the union label will not be purchased fln(j every 
and the stores carrying them will not 
be supplied by wholesalers and commis- 
sion men; in short, the Citizens' Union 
Is to be a far more exacting Institution 
than that of the worklngmen has been. 


But all this will not affect the rank 


and file of the unions, it may be argued. 
Rejection shows that it will, and that a 
veritable heart blow will bo struck. If 
storekeepers find that union made goods 
an- a detriment to their business they 
will not purchase them—the demand will 
aci'.ordlngly cease aha 
the creation of 


supplies stop. 
On the other hand, the 


de.-nand for non-union made articles will 
inerease proportionately, thus creating 
a 
demand 
for 
non-union 
labor 
and 


eventually disrupting tho various trades 
organizations. 


As a last resort the Citizens' Alliance 


is said to have adopted in some places 
the extreme measure of attacking the 
union man in his home. Property-owners 
naturally enough form the backbone of 
the Alliance and the method established 
is this: The unions make a demand for 
higher wages. It is granted arid stmul- 


taneously the rents of the hf uses occu- 
pied by the union men are 
alsed pro- 


portionately. 
Another deman.. for 'more 


wages,- up goes the rent age .n, . and so 
on until the union man sui denly dis- 
covers that he is Raining nc thins: with 
his advanced wages and wo-i. in fact, 
better off under the old sys:ern. 
Thts 


rent-raising proposition is ot ly possible 
when the Alliance is modele 1 upon its 
highest basis, but those who :.re manag- 
ing it here say they will hav> It on that 
•plane in Ban Francisco If nece isity occas- 
ions It. 


NEWSPAPERS INVOLVED. 


In Denver the Alllanco If stated to 


have been established us>'on so firm a 
basis that the unions there hav.-. been 
almost stamped out of exls:ence, 
and 


judging by what is said at the head- 
quarters here there will be Sf me surpris- 
ing moves made In San Francisco very 
soon. The newspapers that support the 
unions are to be marked out for general 
slaughter, the arrangement 
being that 


all the business men will enter into 11 
compact to withdraw -heir advertising 
from the organs that 
cat .r 
to 
the 


unions. A move of this kind ; -nd the out- 
the unions wilt 


newspaper tun ed 
against 


them. 
In this connection there s an inter- 


esting newspaper story to tel . As every- 
one knows, the Los Ansel< 3 Examiner 
was started for tne purpose o£ building 
up the unions there and to i lake ail-on- 
slaught upon the strongho .1 that had 
been sn long and so succes. fully resist- 
ing tho demands of 
the 
nternalional 


Typographical Union. Every hing started 
up In good shape, the unioin were laud- 
ing Mr. Hearst and his r iPer to the i 
skies, the Inference boing fiat they ap- 
preciated his friendship so much that 
they would stand by him to he end upon 
any proposition he mlEht win'.. 


With this preliminary con lition of af: 
fairs in mind, no one could lardly credit 
what has happened. 
One of the most 


effective weapons in the ban Is of the Los 
Angeles Examiner was thai it was able 
to give the Times battle uj on the Sun- 
day supplement proposition 
While the 


Times had to go to sroat jxpense each 
week in the preparation of ; supplement, 
the Examiner secured Its.special features 
for nothing:, the matrices l-elns shipped 


from New York, where they represented 
work of the high-priced writers and ar- 
tists employed by the Hearst papers 
there. 
The unions,- though, have 
now 
de- 


manded that the Examiner Sunday sup- 
plements be prepared in Los Angeles or 
else that they be credited weekly with 
the value of the mechanical worK rep- 
resented therein. This demand from the 
wage-earners came as a shock to Mr. 
Hearst, for had it not been for his boun- 
teous 
liberality 
and 
enterprise 
the 


paper would never have appeared there 
at all. 
Furthermore, it was started in 


Lho interests of those now assailing it. 


The. outcome of the matter has not yet 


been attained, for an appeal has been 
taken to the National Council of 
the 


labor unions and pending decision every- 
thing will remain in abeyance. 
Inci- 


dentally, It may be remarked that the 
San Francisco papers have been served 
with similar notices as regards their 
comic Sunday supplements and as they 
do not propose to increase their operat- 
ing expenses that way 
the humorous 


supplements are to be stopped. 


THE LABOR GATHERING. 


Apart from all this Alliance business 


and newspaper troubles the union situa- 
tion Is changing somewhat in its po- 
litical aspect. The action this week of 
the State Labor Convention in declining 
to co-operate politically with the San 
Francisco labor machine IB very signi- 
ficant, for it shows that the tlrst at- 
tempt to organize California on a labor- 
political basis has failed. This strikes 
a body blew at Mayor Schmltz' hope 
to secure State dominance and. thus lay 
a strong foundation for his future can- 
didacy for Governor and indicates too 
that the effort' to destroy the Republican 
majority in th^ next legislature is about 
to fail. 
In San Francisco, however, the pro- 


gram outlined by Ruef. and Schmltz will 
be carried out if 
possible. 
Although 


hesitating about tackling every district 
in town, Buef will try to secure control 
of affairs in a number of them, and as 
the Republican leaders arc 
going to 


match swords with him in that regard 
there will probably be a decisive battle 


Convention that is to select delegates to 
the National Convention, for us Riief as- 
pires to go to the great withering at 
Chicago he will make his ,-ssay in the 
Fourth District. Thnt he will be fought 
Is equally certain. lor some of those as- 
sociated with him in the League work 
last year are pronounced in their declara- 
tions that they will oppose, his ambi- 
tions. 
George Knight Is going to be a can- 


didate for delega.to-at-large and as the 
names of M. H. Do Younft and John D. 
Spreckels arc mentioned in like regard, 
one of the three will have to give way 
unless a combination Is made that only 
allots one of the four coveted places .to 
the South. 
In the various ConsresslMial districts, 


many candidacies have be< n announced 
and unless a number of withdrawals oc- 
cur In the next two or three months, 
there will be some spirited ,-ontests when 
the convention assembles ai Sacramento. 
Those who at first thought that every- 
thing was cut-ana-dried for Roosevelt 
are beginning to think that there may 
be a fight there after all, so the added 
desirability of being a 
delegate 
has 


brought out aspirants in nearly even- 
part of the State.

ANTOINETTE'S 
HARP. 


Marie Antoinette's harp is to be put 


up for sale in New York. 
The unhappy 


. queen of the revolution sossessed 
two 


harps, both of which -were built In the 
year 1780 by Jean Henri Nodermari. the 
principal fabricant of harps in France at 
that time, says the Washing-ton Timos. 
These two harrs, one of which was tho 
property of King Louis XVI himself and 
tne other of the queen, were excellent in- 
struments, though unlike in appearar.ee. 
One had its arms carved in the eame 
piece as the column of the hare and a 
blooming noose curled round the column, 
while the other had in quality of arms a 
it: .e 
Pigeon, fixed with a tape upon 
the plateau o! the column. 


After the death of the queen her pos- 
sessions In the Little Trianon were trans- 
ferred to Versailles, 
.where 
everything 


•. was sola by auction en June 2S 11*4 
and the following days., Among them 
were the two har»s. 
One of them was 
purchased by a noble lady, the Baroness 
Dormer, whose 
descendants 
afterward 
made a present of it to the instrumental 
museum of the Conservatory in Paris. 
Thu other harp, the queen's favorite 
instrument, was to have been sold on tha 
same occasion, but when tho time cam3 
for It to be auctioned oft no one cou'd 
find it. 
Whither the harp disappeared 
long: remained a mystery, but it was 
granted a Swedish Maecenas, the governor 
of a province, the Count Frederic Adol- 
phus Ulric Cronstcdt, from Stockholm 
to discover its hiding place. 


He found the harp in a garret in one 
ot the little suburbs of Paris — Asnleres— 
while on a journey lo the southern coun- 
tries. 
He hnrt no occasion to fetch ihe 
liarp at that time, so he left It there dur- 
ing fourteen and one-half years, after 
which time it was sent to Sweden in the 
year 3 SI 5. 


Upon Its arrival In Sweden the harp 
was given by Count Cronstedt to his fos- 
ter daughter, who became Lady Christi- 
na Louisn. Gedda. 
After the death of 
i-aay Louisa Geclcla, In the year 1878, the 
harp was transferred to her 
daughter, 
.Mistress Amely Langenbery. born\Gedda, 
and after her death, 1S93, the instrument 
passed over to her son. Alvar Langen- 
berjr. and to his children. 
The harp, ns has been said before, waa 
made by Model-man, and stands nearly 
two meters high. The precious instrument 
has scvc-n pedals, while all the earlier 
harps have no mere than five. The strings 
i.re tuned over again by hooks, the con- 
struction for which became characteris- 
tic of all the harps of Noderman, while 
the machinery represented the highest 
Ogree of mechanism of the time. 
The 
upper part of the column is adorned with 
beautiful gilt. 
There are plenty of cer- 
tiiicates proving that the harp really Is

Of clubs in New York City one of the 


most flourishing and efficient is the Ma- 
trons' Club, attached to the West Side 
settlement. This is described as a social 
organization; it lends money. It' is co- 
operative, and a mutual 'benefit club, all 
In one, and is the outgrowth of the Trib- 
une Fresh Air work. It has a member- 
Eh p of 1S7. To illustrate what and how 
thi-y carry on some of the work, 
the 
Tribune tells this tale: 
"Less than a year ago a. woman came to 
the door with a basket on her arm beg- 
ging for food. 
She did not look like the 
professional beggar, and upon visiting her 
In her home the settlement workers found 
that she begged largely because of the 
Inefficiency of her 
husband.

-The family of the -second part 
could not have afforded to pay'much^o- 
their.houseworker. and the woman of the 
nrs: part could not cave found employ- 
ment in an ordinary family, but the dove- 
tail :ng of the two meant nothing short 
of the salvation .of both families 
h 'jTJ;e tra.nstormation in the-woman who 
had begged did not cease with her evolu- 
tior. into an efficient, housekeeper.
